Citrus Loss Is 
Now Estimated 
15 to 25 Percent 


LOS ANGELES (/P)-—Southern 


California's multi - million - dollar 
citrus crops suffered a 15-25 per 
cent loss in the record three-day 
freeze, the federal frost warning 
service estimated today. 


On the brighter side, the ser- 


vice, headquartered at Pomona, 

reported that temperattires near- 
ed normal today. For the first 
time in four nights, the mercury 

was too high to damage crops. 
And higher temperatures are fore- 
cast tonight. \ 


Meantime, federal aid is sowght} 


for growers, whose losses are es- 
timated at $25,000,000 to $60,000,-

,000 in the worst cold wave in 35 
years 


The Los Angeles city council 


urged the Reconstruction Finance 
Corp. to extend loans to stricken 
growers. Mayor James Pettit of 
Pomona asked President Truman 
to grant a three-year moratorium 
on accumulated farm debts — in- 
curred before Jan. 1. 


Complete reports may not be 


in for two weeks, but damage es- 
timates already approach $10,- 
000,000 for citrus, $5,000,000 for 
vegetablés and more than $10,- 
000,000 for cut flowers. 


As a result of the losses, prices 


of oranges, lemons and grapef*uit 
are rising. At a New York auc- 
tion yesterday, oranges were Up 
$1.10 to $7.41 per crate and lem- 
ons were up $3.64 to $10.30 per 
crate. Field crop prices also are 
reflecting the damaging freeze.

Whatever the outcome, the 
showdown between the Warren 
and Howeer forces promises one 
of the hottest political duels of 
the 1949 session 

The 1947 legislature authorized 
Warren to create five special 
crime commissions to study “var- 
ious phases of criminal justice 


"in our state’. These groups are 


now writing up their final  re- 
ports. The Governor intends to 
discharge them before July 1 

However, he has indicated he 
wants to extend the life of the 
commission on organized crime 
It was this commission, headed 
by Retired Admiral William H. 
Standley, which broke the Ukiah 
slot machine payoff case. The 
trial led to prison sentences for 
Wiley H. (Buck) Caddell, form- 
er undercover agent for How- 
ser, and two others. 

Surrender

world” And, he added, it would

WASHINGTON, UP) — Here, 
in summary, is the nation's 
economic picture —the record, 
the outlook and the recom- 
mended = shifts—as presented 
by President Truman in_ his 
economic report to congress: 

The Goals 

Employment — 6€,000,000 ci- 
vilian «jobs, as against 1948's 
record-smashing average of 
more than 59,000,000. 

Production — A gain of 3 
to 4 per cent, about equal to 
last year's. 

The Outlook 

Prices — The overall rise is 
at a “welcome” halt; but “dan- 
gerous inflationary forces” per- 
sist in steel, power and other 
fields. 

Wages — They can rise in 
some industries without forcing 
inflationary price boosts. They 
rose irregularly last year. 

Cost-of-Living — Preliminary 
figures for December indicate 
it is still declining slightly. 

The Record 

Consumer Income — It hit a 
record $211,000,000,000 last year 
but, offset by price rises, 
brought “no appreciable gain” 
in real income, 

Profits — Another record, 
$21,000,000,000 after taxes. Mr. 
Truman said they are too high. 

The Recommendations 

A rpeeat of the “fair deal” 
program he banded Congress 
Wednesday: A $4,000,000,000 
tax increase, falling mainly on 
business; an eight-point  con- 
trol program including stand- 
by price-wage and allocation 
controls; rent control for “at 
least two more years’; a 1,- 
000,000-home public — housing 
program; a social program em- 
bracing higher old-age insur- 
ance benefits, 75-cent minimum 
wage; and a long-range farm 
program.

Voleanologist R. H. Fineh said 
there was little danger to life 
and property at the present. The 
crater summit is 32 miles from 
Kona, resort and fishing town on 
the west coast, and 38 miles from 
Hilo, on the east coast, 

The crater is a raw, red scar 
searing the snow-crested dome of 
13,680-foot Mauna Loa voleano. 

Fountains of fire gush several 
hundred feet into the air from 
the crater. 

A flaming stream bubbles and 
dances the length of a deep gash 
running three miles across the 
crater floor. 

Pillars of smoke soar upward 
fron: this gigantic cauldron, And 
over the western rim, a river ‘of 
red hot lava slithers down the 
long, gentle slope of Mauna Loa 
toward lights twinkling on the 
seacoast 80 miles away.
